For the week ending August 21, cotton bolls have set
on 95 percent of the acreage.  Bolls have opened on
30 percent of the acreage.  Cotton condition remains
mostly fair to good.

Alfalfa harvest was active on over three quarters of
the State’s acreage.  Alfalfa condition is mostly good.
Range and pasture conditions remain mostly poor to
fair.

Last week producers in central Arizona shipped
cantaloupes, honeydews, seeded and seedless
watermelons, and other specialty melons.

Weather Summary

Temperatures for the State were below normal for the
week ending August 20.  Temperatures ranged  from
5 degrees below normal at Payson and Willcox to
normal at Yuma.  The highest temperature of the week
was 109 degrees at Yuma while the lowest reading
was in Flagstaff at 42 degrees.  

Precipitation was reported at 15 of the 17 reporting
stations.  Flagstaff received the lowest amount of
precipitation at 0.06 inches and Douglas received
the highest amount of precipitation at 0.95 inhes.
